chemical as deck cargo, had 
melted and the ship appeared 
to be a total loss. 


When the vessel caught fire 
Sunday it was believed to 
have eight tons of tetra ethyl 
lead, which produces a highly 
poisonous gas when burned 
The situation 
was com­ 
plicated by a 
cargo ol 
calcium carbide which, when 
mixed with water, 
forms 
explosive acetylene gas. 


To avoid using water to 
light the blaze, helicopters 
dropped 10 tons of chemicals 
on the ship before it was 
decided there was too much 
danger of an explosion to 
continue the aerial bom­ 
bardment. 


It was then learned that the 
45 barrels of tetra ethyl lead 
believed to have been on the 
Key Largo were still on a 
New Orleans dock and the 
freighter had taken on by 
mistake a load of ethyl 
compound that, although 
toxic, did not present an 
immediate danger.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - 
We liv e in a time when the na­ 
tion. and indeed much of the 
world, seem to need alibis to 
ex plain why so little is being 
achiev ed 
to­ 
ward the solu­ 
tion of great 
problems. 
F o r 
to o 
many 
y ears 
we used the 
war in Viet­ 
nam as the 
grand ex cuse. 
Nothing really 
big could be 
done about the pressing hu- 


man issues, many people 
said, until the war was ov er. 
Well, it had hardly ended as a 
major American enterprise 
befo re we found a new 
crutch: Watergate. 
Obv iously , for President 
Nix on to talk about “ getting 
Watergate behind us” is self- 
serv ing. 
But 
many 
Americans who think this will 
not and should not happen 
until there is a clear fix ing of 
respo nsibility 
for 
these 
scandals nev ertheless accept 
the 
pro po sitio n 
that 
Watergate 
is 
a 
majo r 
distraction. 
THESE VIEWS about the 


ergate are, of 
co urse, not wholly inac­ 
curate. 
Yet 
they 
are 
deceptiv e. The unassailable 
fact is that confusion 
is 
engulfing us and the world on 
so huge a scale that we 
almost certainly would be 
smothered by our problems if 
there had nev er been a 
Vietnam or a Watergate. 
No people is better at 
“ liv ing by its wits” than the 
pragmatic J apanese. In their 
islands there has been a sort 
of perennial optimism in the 
face o f adv ersity . 
But a 
bright y oung observ er just 
returned from J apan tells me 


that so me o f the mo st 
tho ughtful J apanese feel 
right now that tne world is in 
the worst chaos since the now 
largely 
fo rgo tten 
befud- 
dlement which gripped it in 
the aftermath of World War I. 
Then, near-starv ation or 
worse afflicted many areas, 
newly carv ed-o ut natio ns 
struggled 
to 
establish 
themselv es, 
a 
wo rkable 
global 
eco no mic 
sy stem 
seemed a remote dream, a 
sharp panic hit the U.S. 
eco no my , disillusio nment 
ov er gov ernments — and 
ev en general human beharior 
— was rampant. 


In the Public Interest

THE GOVERNOR’S 
office denies the 
charges, say s the memo was a proposal on 
how to publicize EPA and was rejected. 
According to an Associated Press story , the 
memo establishes a priority list for use of 
EPA money and earmarked the Lake Erie 
area as the most “ env ironmentally con­ 
scious” in the state and tabbed Day ton as a 
possible “ swing city ” in a gubernatorial 
election. 
It is nex t to impossible to separate politics 
from actions of officeholders because of the 
nature of our gov ernmental sy stem, but a 
charge of blatant disregard for fairness 
should not be ignored. 
Gov . Gilligan has been outspoken about 
Watergate and its impact on the credibility of 
gov ernment in the ey es of the public. And he 
is correct in the contention that the truth 
should prev ail in the interest of good 
gov ernment. 
BUT WASHINGTON 
does not hav e a 
monopoly 
on co rruptio n 
or 
po litical 
shenanigans. State and local gov ernment 
come in for their share also. The goal, of 
course, should be for politicians and citizens 
to erase any v estige of political wrongdoing 
wherev er it is found. 
In the case of the disputed memo, there is 
an obv ious difference of opinion. The best way 
to dispose of the matter would be for an 
outside inv estigation to get at the facts. 
The federal EPA probe we believ e would be 
in the public interest regardless of which 
position is prov ed right.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - 
Defense Secretary J ames R. 
Schlesinger’s disclosures on 
Russian 
m issile 
break­ 
throughs make it clear the 
U.S.-Sov iet 
arms race will 
be more than 
ev er a contest 
in technology , 
not numbers. 
It will be 
duel between 
scientists. 
This will be 
true whatev er 
treaties 
are 
signed 
and 
whatev er limits imposed. 
With numbers 
becoming 
less relev ant, neither the U.S. 
or the U.S.S.R. can afford to 
ease up scientifically . The 
laggard could awaken some 
morning, shocked to find the 
other nation leapfro gging 
ahead in a major way -out 
weapons sy stem which would 
leav e the country which 
scrimped on science naked 
and ex posed. 
THE TECHNOLOGICAL 
race means these things: 
A wider v ariety of strategic 
and technical weapons, but 
smaller numbers of each 
ty pe. 
No breakthroughs will giv e 
either the U.S. or Russia an 
adv antage for long. There 
will be an increasing ability 
in each country to emulate 
the ex ploits of the other in 
quick time. And no one weap­ 
on dev eloped by either coun­ 
try will long hav e the ability 
to surv iv e countermeasures 
dev eloped by scientists on the 
other side of the curtain. 
Weapons 
sy stems 
will 
rapidly grow obsolete as the 
pace of breakthroughs speeds 
up 
In summary , there will be a 
great instability in weapons 
sy stems. 
But 
curio usly 
enough, this v ery instability 
may mean ov erall a greater 
international 
political-mili­ 
tary stability or balance of 
power. For with both nations 
going all-out scientifically , 
neither could hold a critical 
or commanding lead for any 
significant period. 
AS EVIDENCE OF 
the 


abov e reasoning, the Rus­ 
sians are currently running 
their 
military 
scientific 
laboratories at full tilt and 
steadily increasing their out­ 
put. 
(The computer tech­ 
nology they lack and want 
from the United States has 
held them back in pushing 
military research as fast as 
they ’v e desired.) 
The 
breadth 
and 
imagination of the Sov iet 
missile program was what 
surprised Defense Secretary 
Schlesinger more than the 
immediate technical adv ance 
in Sov iet missiles. 
U.S. military laboratories, 
too, hav e been going ahead 


full steam on dramatic new 
techniques in guidance, the 
use of lasers and in low-fly ing 
missiles less subject to radar 
detection. 
The current arms talks are 
aimed at limiting quality as 
well 
as 
numbers. 
But 
technology is like water: 
Damned in one direction, it 
will keep searching until it 
finds another path. There is 
simply no way of writing an 
agreement which can hold 
back technological adv ances 
— at least in the present state 
of the world. 
WHAT MUST BE remem­ 
bered is that this country has 
serv ed notice, for obv ious 


reasons, that we will sign no 
agreement which cannot be 
v erified. 
Since the Sov iet 
Union will not permit on-sight 
inspection, in practical terms 
this means we will only agree 
to restrictions which can be 
seen and measured by spy 
satellite. 
What goes on in research 
laboratories can’t be meas­ 
ured by satellite. A good deal 
of the follow-on dev elopment 
work can be hidden or dis­ 
guised. In most cases we are 
able to learn about major new 
weapons and their charac­ 
teristics only when they are 
flight-tested or otherwise dis­ 
play ed.

1116 wonderful computer is 
said to make all solutions 
possible, y et fewer and fewer 
things work well. Distrust is 
far greater than that between 
men and their gov ernments. 
Order and discipline are seen 
not 
as 
guaranto rs 
but 
enemies of freedom. 
Like the stars o f the 
univ erse, people seem to be 
racing in retreat from each 
other into iso latio n. But 
man’s 
co mpact 
world

together of human effort and 
will.

Still Yield Good Lumber 
SONORA, Calif 
<AP) 
The house you live in may he 
b uilt from trees that once 
b urned in a raging forest fire 
Logging 
crews now 
are 
hauling out scorched lumb er 
from 
forests 
throughout 
California and other Western 
states, where the worst fires 
m 2(i years have ravaged 
nearly 200,000 acres of trees 
and b rush 
Lumb er company spokes 
men say as much as 90 per 
cent of the wood from trees 
killed in these fires is usab le 
as commercial lumb er *-• if 
loggers can get it out of the 
forests 
b efore 
it 
b ecomes 
infested with insects. 
“ Ninety per cent of the 
time a fire w ill b urn the b ark 
and kill the tree, b ut the fire's 
b urning so fast it doesn't stay 
in one spot long enough to 
destroy the wrtod,’’ said Mark 
Bevan, 
chief 
forester 
for 
E ib reb oard Corp., a San 
Francisco b ased firm 
with 
timb er holdings throughout 
the West. 
Bevan spoke ab ove the hum 
of b uzzsaws felling dead trees 
in the middle of a b urnt-out 
area in Stanislaus National 
Forest. 30 miles east of this 
Sierra foothills town 


A lire that b roke out Aug 17 
b lackened 17.(XX) acres and 
changed the face of the forest 
for a century in the four days

Bevan s employer owns 5.500 
acres in the area 


Smoldering hot spots still 
send up occasional clouds of 
smoke, the forest floor is 
coated with mounds of ashes, 
and the air still is thick with 


an acrid, b urning odor

the job of removing up to 
1.000 trees a day b efore the 
firs t 
snow fall 
inte rrup ts 
them 


After the trees are felled, 
they 
are 
cut 
into 
33-foot 
lengths, 
“ skidded" 
b y 
tractors to the logging roads, 
and then hauled b y truck to 
sawmills Here they w ill 
tie 
cut 
into 
m arketab le 
dimensions 
much of the fir 
going for two-b y-fours and 
plywood, the pine for home 
exteriors and wall paneling 


Logging in a b lack forest is 
much the same as in a green 
one, Bevan said, except the 
charred wood covers the men 
with grime and wears out 
their saws faster. The over­ 
all operation is simpler than 
; usual, he said, b ecause the 
men are clearing everything 
out of a given area, instead of 
cutting selectively. 


Bevan said the U. S. Forest 
Service puts out

‘‘The most seriou s problem 
is cash,” Phillip S. Hu ghes 
said 
in 
an 
interv iew 
discu ssing the ex perience the 
Office of Federal Elections 
has gained since the federal 
campaign election act went 
into effect last y ear. 
Hu ghes’ office, part of the 
General Accou nting Office, 
a d m i n i s t e r s 
pr ov is ions 
relating to record keeping 
and reporting in campaigns 
for 
pre sid e nt 
and 
v ice 
president. 
‘‘T here’s nothing mu ch y ou 
can do abou t (cash) u nless 
som eone s ta r ts ta lk ing ,” 
Hu ghes said. ‘‘The law shou ld 
prohibit any significant cash 
receipts 
or 
ex penditu res.” 
W atergate 
inv estigations 
hav e brou g h t w idespread 
pu blic 
atte ntion 
to 
big 
tra nsa c tions 
in c u rre nc y * 
du ring the 19 72 presidential 
campaign, especially by the 
Committee to Re-Elect the 
President. 
The Senate has passed a 
campaign practices bill that 
inclu des a $100 limit on cash 
contribu tions, bu t its fate is 
u ncertain in the Hou se. 
Hu ghes estimated that he 
and his staff of abou t 30 are 
responsible for checking on 
som e 
2,000 
re g iste re d 
political committees. 
‘‘Of cou rse, a lot of the 


political committees are hit- 
and-ru n operations — many 
(George) McGov ern people, 
for ex ample, will probably 
nev e r 
su rfa c e 
a g a in,” 
Hu ghes said. ‘‘Bu t the party 
committees, the state central 
committees and the like are 
continu ing.” 
The permanent political or­ 
ganizations are likely to be 
more carefu l in their record­ 
keeping and other practices 
now that GAO is looking into 
their books, he said. 
‘T h e y ’ll get seriou s if they 
think w e’re § eriou s ... ” 
H u ghes said m ost 19 7 2 
v iolations of the law were 
traceable to inex perience and 
sloppy record keeping, bu t 
‘‘the best way to conceal 
sku ldu ggery is not to keep 
good records ...
